Speaking at a luncheon meeting 
in the Green Cat cafe, before a 
group of 125 party leaders and 
others, 
Senator Bridges 
flayed 
New Deal spending and other pol­ 
icies, including the reciprocal trade 
agreements with other countries, 
which spell ruin for American ag­ 
riculture, he said. 
The present course of govern 
ment, he declared, leads to infla­ 
tion or repudiation, to national 
socialism of totalitarism rule. 
‘Conscience Shocked* 
"My New England conscience 
has been shocked,” said the sen­ 
ator, ‘by the disrespect they are 
showing the dollar at Washing­ 
ton.” 
The New Deal, he said, is 
spending $24,000 jter minute of 
taxpayers’ money, and is creating 
a deficit of $11,500 every minute. 
The government spent 12 billion 
dollars last year. 
He told of the "charming voice” 
on the radio in 19 32, which pointed 
to the imminence of national in­ 
solvency then, and promised eco­ 
nomy. 
“ Yet the national debt has risen 
from 20 billion dollars in 19 32 to 
41 billion this year,” said Sen­ 
ator Bridges, who added that the 
“ same melodious 
voice 
on 
the 
radio” recently urged the coun- 
We’re not going broke.” 
Sa>s FDR Loves Power 
After economy in immediate im­ 
portance comes decentralization 
of government, said Sen. Bridges. 
Too great power 
already 
has 
been conferred, he said, upon the 
executive. 
“ Mr. Roosevelt loves 
it,” he added. 
In reciprocal trade agreements 
with foreign nations, tariffs have 
been lowered on 1012 American 
products, and not one has been 
raised, said 
the 
senator. 
Any 
trade agreement made with one 
nation, applies, under the favored 
nation clause, to all countries, he 
pointed out. That means, he said 
that American products must com­ 
pete with foreign articles pro­ 
duced 
under 
far 
lower 
living 
standards, and the only way to 
meet this competition is by low­ 
ering American standards of liv­ 
ing. 
In 19 36, said the speaker, this 
country imported 346,402 bushels 
of corn, and paid $150,000,000 to 
$200,000,000 to American farmers 
for not producing corn. 
In 19 37, 
under continuation of the present 
foreign trade policy, this country 
imported 86,363,406 bushels of corn 
and paid American farmers the 
same as in 19 36 for not planting. 
Hits Trade Agreement 
He hit the 
impending 
trade 
agreement with Argentina, and 
said that these reciprocal agree­ 
ments will be the outstanding is­ 
sue before the next session of 
Congress. 
He recommended one 
of several courses, including either 
repeal of the act, a requirement 
that the Senate must ratify all 
such agreements, or amendments 
in three ways, including the re­ 
quirement of public hearings on all 
proposed agreements. 
He also 
would prohibit importing foreign 
products at a rate below a fair 
estimate of American cost of pro­ 
duction. 
Senator Bridges 
warned 
that 
President Roosevelt will ask the 
next session of Congress for “ ex­ 
traordinary war powers,” which 
should be denied, “ because he al­ 
ready has too much power” . The 
speaker also opposed the “ gen­ 
eral mobilization” plan which he 
said will be proposed, to permit a 
capital levy upon all property in 
the country, when “ there is a dec­ 
laration of war, or the president 
proclaims that war is imminent.” 


Such a levy, he said, would 
range from five per cent up to 75 
per cent of the value of the prop­ 
erty. If the property owner lack­ 
ed the cash to pay the levy, the 
government would loan It to him, 
and the loan would be a mortgage 
upon his property, upon which he 
must pay interest. 
Bill Held Vicious 
That bill already has been re­ 
ported favorably out of commit­ 
tee and will be before Congress 
at the next session, the senator 
warned. He denounced it as vici­ 
ous, and pointed 
out 
that 
the 
American people have never re 
fused to voluntarily finance a war 
when necessary. 
Senator Bridges 
likened 
the 
Roosevelt program to the story 
of the raw recruit in the army 
whose bullets were falling among 
his own men. When reproved by 
his officer, who asked him if he 
didn't know where his fire was 
going, the recruit said he didn’t; 
all he knew was that "when the 
bullets leave here they go with a 
h 
of a bang.” 
» 
D i s c u s sing 
relief, 
Senator 
Bridges demanded greater eco­ 
nomy. 
Citing relief costs in his 
own state, he showed where gove- 
ernment expenditures 
on 
relief 
were $9 9 4 per person 
per year, 
whereas, actual cost of relief was 
but $670 per year. The difference, 
he charged, is “ going to grease 
the Democratic political machine.” 
Says Economies Needed 
While taking the stand that no 
person in 
the 
United 
States 
should be allowed to starve, he felt 
that great economies could be ef­ 
fected, he said. 
When he opened the meeting to 
questions, shortly afterward, Sen­ 
ator Bridges was queried by R. C. 
Hoiles, of 
Santa 
Ana, 
as 
to 
whether he would stand on his 
statement that he would grant aid 
to every person, whether or not 
that person refused to work. 
Would Support All 
The senator reiterated that he 
would. Then, when Mrs. 
Edith 
Van de Water, of 
Long 
Beach, 
called his attention to the fact 
that Hoiles’ question had includ­ 
ed reference to a refusal to work, 
Senator Bridges explained that he 
would not “ spoon-feed” anybody, 
nor make relief 
attractive; 
he 
would give just enough to sustain 
life. 
But he would support any 
person, even though the person re­ 
fused to work. The wife and chil­ 
dren of such person must also 
be considered, he said. 
Answering another question, he 
said that, as a senator, he pays 
no attention to petitions he re­ 
ceives, because it is so easy to 
get anyone to sign a petition for 
anything, but that all senators and 
congressmen do pay heed to per­ 
sonal telegrams and letters, es­ 
pecially letters.

H err Goebbels has been able to 
inanufacture about a million tons 
of his special product out of the 
raw trade deal with his new red 
chums, but nary an ounce of any­ 
thing else has arrived in Germany 
—not an ounce. 
Definite information on this ex­ 
ists within the government here 
and can be accepted as conclusive.

An al! revealing instance is the 
case of those 17 tons of gold which 
Moscow shipped to Berlin. 
Glit­ 
tering announcements were made 
by the Berlin propaganda ministry 
October 18; to the world was 
shrieked the news “Stalin ships 
gold to Hitler." 
Nothing has been heard of it 
since, because that batch ,of gold 
went straight on through Berlin 
to Holland and London. 
Some of 
it has probably now arrived in 
New York. 
The German claim might well 
have been suspected at the time 
as Stalin owed H itler no balances. 
Their credit 
situation 
was the 
other way around. H itler has not 
yet paid gold or machinery bal­ 
ances due Stalin on their last deal 
several years ago. 
The shipment which the Goeb- 
belian mimeographers 
hailed as 
theirs was in reality a Russian 
shipment to London for the pur­ 
chase of sterling and dollars to 
settle Russian balances. 
Danger 
of direct shipping caused the Reds 
to route it through Berlin. It was 
w orth only $19,000,000, which is 
small change in international set­ 
tlements.

W hat clogged the cornucopia, 
however, was a shortage of freight 
cars in both Russia and Germany. 
H itler’s railroads have been trying 
to get cars everywhere. They havd 
actually taken barges from vari­ 
ous parts of Germany, dismantled 
and shipped them overland to the 
Danube where they are being re­ 
assembled for the Russian trade. 
He alsb is borrowing cars from 
Jugoslavia and other Baltic coun­ 
tries and not sending them back. 
Russian railways are better than 
I they were, but not good enough 
to handle their own trade yet. An 
official report from the commerce 
departm ent, 
November 
12, dis­ 
closed rail 
equipment 
shortage 
caused the Russians to overload 
their cars and strain their road­ 
beds w ithout being able to satisfy 
their own demands.

The Russian horn of plenty may 
never work effectively for Hitler, 
simply because it is only a horn 
without plenty. It cannot support 
" its own people, much less the 
Germans. 
An official of Amtorg, the Rus­

United States, was in town talk­ 
ing with government officials re­ 
cently. He explained Russian ex­ 
ports are down because Stalin is 
trying to satisfy his own people. 
All they had to sell, he indicated, 
was some caviar. 
H itler cannot 
use much of that. 
The only way H itler’s mesalli­ 
ance can be made to produce for 
him eventually is through some 
sort of economic partnership. Sta­ 


lin may not w ant to go that far 
Russia has traded with England 
for 350 years. 
She needs certain 
goods from England that cannot 
be obtained elsewhere.

seem to be better for her to hold

A delegation of 10 Santa Ana 
residents 
yesterday 
witnesses 
what was heralded ai “a dream 
of empire come true” as the first 
w ater from the Colorado diver 
poured 
into 
Cajalco 
reservoir 
near Riverside. It was a momen­ 
tous occasion in the progress of 
the Metropolitan W ater District 
aqueduct system. 
Water In Giant Basin 
As the flood of clear, sparkling 
w ater gushed from the western 
portal of the Valverde tunnel in­ 
to the giant basin at Cajalco, of­ 
ficials of the w ater district and 
representatives of the 13 “golden 
cities” th at form the district paid 
tribute to the men who were re­ 
sponsible for the rem arkable en­ 
gineering feat. 
Headed by Col. S. H. Finley, 
secretary of the district and San­ 
ta Ana’s official delegate on the 
board of directors, the following 
Santa Anans were a part of the 
official party: Mayor and Mrs. 
Fred C. Rowland, Mr. and Mrs. 
W. B. Williams, A. I. Melienthin, 
Frank Was, A. C. Hasenjeager, 
C. A. W arren and Sam Jernigan 
Four Miles Long 
Situated about 10 miles south­ 
west of Riverside, the lake form­ 
ed by the reservoir eventually 
will be four miles long and two 
miles wide and will have a ca­ 
pacity of 33,000,000,000 gallons of 
water. The lake formed will rank 
as one of the major lakes 
in 
Southern California. 
The reservoir was created by 
construction of a massive earth- 
fill dam 195 feet high and a third 
of a mile thick at its base and 
paved on the reservoir side with 
reinforced concrete. The 150-mile 
distribtuion system will be com­ 
pleted while the great basin is 
filling. 
Officials Present 
Present for the occasion were 
officials of the district, headed 
by W. P. W hitsett, chairman of 
the board of directors;

Twenty-two states are now permitting their 
citizens to bet their shirts or make a killing on 
the horses—as long as the state gets a cut of 
the swag. In 10 representative states, bettors with 
"sure things'* paid the authorities a total of $7,- 
9 75,311 in tax es out of total bets of $213,833,313 in 
19 3$. 
Although nearly half the states in the Union 
are permitting pari-mutuel betting, tl e legisla­ 
tors who approved this type of gambling have 
generally not condoned betting whole-heartedly. 
Their position is simply that if people are going 
to bet anyway, the practice may as well be made 
legal and the state may as well take a share. 
This puts the 22 states in the enviable position 
of being the only persons in the horse racing pic­ 
ture who really have “ hot tips." They can’t lose. 
Even if the favorite comes in with the dawn, the 
state still collects its share of what the suckers 
put on his nose. A system has been found, at last 
—and it works every time.

WAR DRIVES OUT LIBERTIES 
War-time dictatorship, in otherwise democratic 
nations, is not confined to the machinations of the 
central government. It spreads its tentacles into 
every county and hamlet; it touches every local 
official. Its decrees are almost as stringent, if not 
quite as brutal, as those of a peace-time Fascist 
power. 
England is learning all that over again. The 
people and their local officials in small communi­ 
ties far from London and comparatively safe from 
the ravages of air-raiders are no longer self-gov­ 
erning. If the Crown was apathetic about their 
small affairs before the war, it is vitally inter­ 
ested in them now. England has been divided into 
10 regions, with an additional region each for 
Scotland and Wales. Each region is governed 
strictly by a commissioner sent out from London. 
The entire system is closely co-ordinated with 
Whitehall. 
War always brings on those things. The little 
liberties that people once knew and hardly ever 
thought about are curtailed. Freedom of press, 
speech and assembly are privileges to be used 
discreetly, not openly as before. No nation, not 
the most democratic among them, can escape 
martial dictatorship when war strikes, and that’s 
a point for all Americans to remember. 


PERPETUATING DEPRESSION 
One of the pressing problems confronting the 
nex t session of Congress will be to find ways and 
means of bringing government ex penditures near­ 
er to balance with government income. Immense­ 
ly important as this neglected problem has been 
for years, it becomes even more vital in the light 
of apparently necessary increases in appropria- 
•'tions for the national defense. 
And when Congress tackles tax ation, there is 
still another phase of the issue which needs ex ­ 
amination and action. That is the so-called “ nui­ 
sance and ‘ class ’ tax es. We have had a wearying 
number of these in the past decade, and their ef­ 
fect on business, to put it mildly, has been paralyt­ 
ic. Too often have legislators with an ax e to grind 
used the power to tax as the power to destroy. And 
we see the fruits of such a policy now, in indus­ 
trial stagnation and continuing widespread un­ 
employment 
(i lt should be the first ax iom of government that 
“ class" and “ punitive" tax ation should never be 
employed, under any circumstance, to hamstring 
legitimate 
business. The burdens of 
tax ation 
should fall equitably upon all. 
The states, too, should think this over. Many 
of them have been especially bad offenders in 
passing indefensible “ class" tax es. And in doing 
hat they have contributed mightily to the per­ 
petuation of depression.

The principle on which all collective bargaining 
contracts are based is what the public least under­ 
stands. 
That principle is based on preventing, by one 
means or another, part of the supply of workers 
frbm having the right to learn and/or work at 
the kind of work they believe is to their advantage. 
Practically every advocate of collective bar­ 
gaining will repeatedly deny this. They will cam­ 
ouflage, misrepresent this statement because they 
know that this principle is unDemocratic, un­ 
christian and unAmerican. The fact of the matter 
is that these people have so often made the as­ 
sertion that collective bargaining groups do not 
interfere with other people participating in the 
group that they themselves have often come ac­ 
tually to believe it to be a fact. 
As evidence of the corrections of the above re­ 
strictions I proposed to an advocate of collective 
bargaining to leave it to any three professors of 
logic at any college in California, that if my 
statements were not sustained I would forfeit 
one hundred dollars, if they were he would for­ 
feit one dollar. He refused. 
Invariably collective bargaining groups pre­ 
vent other workers from participating in collec­ 
tive bargaining groups in some camouflaged way. 
The printers union, for instance, will repeatedly 
contend they want all efficient printers to join 
the union. And they do, because if they do not get 
them into the union, they cannot get an arbitrary 
price for their labor. But these union advocates 
evade the question, when it is asked whether they 
limit the number who dare become efficient print 
ers. And to limit the source of supply is equivalent 
to limiting the supply. Of course, if the supply is 
limited, they can admit all that are capable. But 
things that are equal to the same thing are equal 
to each other. So, in reality, every collective bar­ 
gaining unit interferes with, discriminates against, 
every worker whom they will not permit to par­ 
ticipate. It makes no difference whether this par­ 
ticipating is prevented by seniority, by limiting 
apprentices or by hourly wages so high that the 
inefficient cannot participate, or by arbitrary dic­ 
tatorial orders of the union, the result is just the 
same—preventing some human souls from having 
their inalienable rights. 
This is the only possible way that they can tem­ 
porarily improve the lot of their own workers. 
There is no other way. 
The columns of this newspaper are open to any 
collective bargaining advocate to ex plain any 
other possible way that they can improve the lot 
of their workers. 
And yet, in face of this indictment that classi­ 
fies every collective bargaining contract as un- 
American and unChristian and unDemocratic, we 
now have men in Federal offices, in State offices 
in California, who are passing laws to encourage 
collective bargaining contracts. Anything that 
creates special privileges for one group of work­ 
ers at the ex pense of another group is entirely 
contrary to the very foundation on which this gov­ 
ernment was formed. And any man who enjoys 
this privilege cannot honestly claim to be a Chris­ 
tian or a true Democrat.

OUR FINANCIAL WEAKNESS 
(New York Times) 
With the authority which he carries both in his 
own right and as recent Under-Secretary of the 
Treasury, Roswell Magill warns us that entrance 
into the present European war would find this 
country in a precariously weak financial condition 
compared with its condition at the time of the 
world war. The national debt today, he points out. 
is ten times as high as it was before the World 
war. The mere interest payment on that debt now 
ex ceeds the total Federal ex penditures for all pur­ 
poses for 19 15 and preceding years. Tax payments 
today are already higher than they were at the 
peak of the World war, which was entered with 
tax sources almost untapped. Federal ex penditures 
today are thirteen times as high as they were in 


There is nothing new in any of Mr. Magill’s 
co mp ariso n s. The trouble is merely that the Ad­ 
ministration and a large section of public opinion 
s al completely fail to recognize their implications. 
I his week the National Economy League made a 
similar set of comparisons. 
The rate of spending 
il P°inted out in addition, was 
$ 5,000,000,000 a year. Today the cost of war has 
perhaps doubled, which means that if we became 
in War to d ay we sh o u ld h av e t0 sPen d 
$30,000,000,000 a year, without counting any loans 
to foreign Governments, continuing costs, inter­ 
est and the inevitable veterans’ payments. 
There are two obvious morals in all this. 
The 
first, of course, is to do everything possible to 
avoid accidental entanglement in a new war. 
But 
the other is to put ourselves in a state of financial 
preparedness instead of financial chaos if war 
sh o u ld be threatened in spite of all our safeguards. 
This means, as Mr. Magill declares, that “ the time 
has come when we simply cannot afford all the 
lux uries that an ingenious mind can think up." 
If 
we are to make serious strides toward a balanced 
budget, we must have “ not only a burning interest 
by Congress and the Administration in fiscal san­ 
ity but an ability on the part of our leaders to 
p ersu ad e p eo p le 
to accep t sacrifices." 


NEW YORK CITY, Nov. 20.— 
All the principal discussions at 
the Academy of Political Science 
this week touched on the condi­ 
tion of the world after this war. 
That is a brave speculation but 
a wise one. It is a little hard for 
an outsider to see what any of 
the belligerents have 
in 
mind. 
Hitler’s blue print in Mine Kampf 
seems to have been torn up. Eith­ 
er he has abandoned southeastern 
aims or Stalin did it for him. His 
little playmate in Rome seems to 
have other plans. 
Britain says 
she wants to end Hitlerism. That 
is too indefenite to draw a dia­ 
gram of 
it. 
France 
apparently 
wants to restore the map made at 
Versailles 
even 
though’ there 
seems to be general agreement 
that that 
forced 
arrangement 
wasn’t so hot either. 
Only Rus­ 
sia’s purpose seems quite clear— 
to communize the world. 
This recent academy discussion 
slanted at some sort of a “ Unit­ 
ed States of Europe” . 
That is a 
natural suggestion from Ameri­ 
cans on the basis of their own 
ex perience. 
Woodrow 
Wilson’s 
dream at the end of the World 
War stemmed from that. 
It was 
really a United 
States 
of 
the 
world. 
It took in too much ter­ 
ritory. 
If such an attempt is to 
be made or even thought of, it 
should be confined 
to 
smaller 
groups 
of 
states—as 
was done 
here. 
There is nothing new about the 
idea of a federated Europe. 
That 
was Napoleon’s aim—only he was 
going to set it up by force. 
May­ 
be we have no call to cavil about 
that. Our federation was at least 
kept together by force. 
Speculation on this fascinating 
subject must go back to our own 
ex perience at almost every turn. 
This was the 
great 
laboratory 
method for any league idea. 
Mr. 
Wilson’s ex periment 
might have 
been more successful if it had 
taken more lessons from our past. 
Our first design—the articles of 
confederation—failed. The failure 
made quite clear what was the 
matter with it and what it would 
take to make it click. 
Our old 
model T. didn’t have in a central 
government seven powers which 
were proved necessary: (1) con­ 
trol 
of 
commerce 
among 
the 
states; (2) tax ation; (3) the right 
to keep troops and ships of war 
and the denial of that right to the 
states; (4) a supreme court, the 
decisions of which are binding on 
the states; (5) established late, no 
right in the states to secede; (6) 
ex clusive power to conduct for­ 
eign relation; (7) no independent 
right in the states to make in­ 
terstate compacts. 
Maybe all those powers are not 
absolutely necessary to a success­ 
ful political and economic fed­ 
eration but the first four of them 
are and all of them are very de­ 
sirable. They mean a considerable 
surrender of the troublesome ab­ 
solute governmental right called 
sovereignty—which is the hardest 
thing for any state to give up in 
even 
the 
smallest 
part 
They 
leave in the states only the right 
to local self-government of its own 
internal affairs. 
As we have re­ 
cently seen, even that tends to 
disappear. 
Is there any liklihood of any 
such sacrifice and surrender as 
a possible result of any imagin­ 
able outcome of the war in Eu­ 
rope? 
Probably not unless it be­ 
comes general and proceeds to a 
point of complete collapse. 
The only other possible model 
in the world or in history is the 
British 
co mmo n wealth of 
na 
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Fellow Citizens: It’s a shame 
that articles such as E. O. Col- 
beck’s are allowed space in the 
paper.

Recently Developed Drugs Help Ir. 
Cases Once Thought Hopeless 
Before the recent introduction 
of sulfapyridine 
and 
sulfanila­ 
mide, the patient 
stricken 
with 
pneumococcus meningitis 
almost 
invariably died. 
For instance, in a large Balti­ 
more hospital, between 19 30 and 
19 36, 29 patients were treated for 
pneumococcus meningitis, and not 
one lived. From December, 19 36, 
to October, 19 38, 17 patients with 
pneumococcus 
meningitis 
were 
treated with sulfanilamide and one 
recovered. In other words, out of 
46 patients treated in a period of 
eight years only one recovered. 
Between October, 
19 38, 
and 
May, 19 37, 17 patients with the 
infection were treated with sulfa­ 
pyridine and eight recovered. The 
survival of eight out of 17, is, ob­ 
viously, a tremendous advance in 
the treatment of this disease. 
Other medical records tell of 14 
persons with pneumococcic men­ 
ingitis who were treated with sulf­ 
apyridine and eight of them 
re­ 
covered. 


In meningitis, a germ gets into 
the spine and attacks the 
mem­ 
branes which cover 
the 
spinal 
cord. These membranes are called 
the meninges. The various germs 
which may bring about such an 
infection include the streptococ­ 
cus, the meningiococcus, the pneu­ 
mococcus and even the gonococ­ 
cus. 
Quite certainly the use of sul­ 
fapyridine and various 
prepara­ 
tions of this drug has greatly im­ 
proved the outlook for the patient 
with 
pneumococcus 
ir eningitis. 
For some of the 
other 
forms, 
there are special serums which 
are useful. 
Physicians in 
Baltimore 
who 
have been studying the effects of 
sulfapyridine and its sodium salt 
and 
pneumococcus 
meningitis 
found that regular administration 
of the drugs would increase the 
concentration within the 
spinal 
fluid. When they gave the 
drugs 
regular in proper amounts in their 
last four cases, all of the patients 
recovered. 
The drug can be given directly 
into the blood. 
This 
constitutes 
one of the greatest recent 
ad­ 
vances of scientific medicine.

young men we have in the party.” 
He paid high tribute to Gov­ 
ernor Bricker of Ohio and even 
higher tribute to Governor Bald­ 
win of Connecticut, although he 
added that the latter did not have 
a chance for the GOP nomina­ 
tion. 
Pundit Mark Sullivan 
Returning to the question rais­ 
ed by Bridges of declaring his 
own intentions, Hoover said. “ Do 
you mind if I call in Mark Sulli­ 
van on this? " 


Sullivan, 
veteran 
newspaper­ 
man and sagacious member of 
Hoover’s 
medicine 
ball cabinet, 
came in immediately. 
A vigorous 
debate then took place in which 
both Hoover and Sullivan insist­ 
ed that the ex -President could 
not possibly count himself out 
of the race. 
If so, they argued, 
he would immediately lose his 
strength to control the nomina­ 
tion. 
(This, incidentally, is the 
same argument used by Roosevelt 
to justify his silence on a third 
term.) 
Ronald Bridges argued to the 
contrary. 
Smith remained on the 
side-lines. 
The net impression gained by 
his visitors was 
that Herbert 
Hoover was determined that the 
nex t Republican campaign would 
be waged on a “ vindicate Hoover’’ 
platform, that he had a certain 
“ nuisance value" which he was 
determined to utiiize, and that 
he 
was 
approaching 
the 
19 40 
campaign ex actly as if it were 
his own—with tremendous drive, 
er.ergy 
and 
organizing 
ability, 
but with none too great under­ 
standing of the American people. 
Hoover vs. Knox 
This blind spot was dramatical­ 
ly underscored at a stormy meet­ 
ing which several prominent Re­ 
publicans had with Hoover dur­ 
ing the neutrality fight. 
They dined together in a pri­ 
vate home, and afterwards Mr. 
Hoover spoke on the domestic 
and 
foreign 
policies 
which 
he 
felt the country should be pur­ 
suing. 
When he finished, Col­ 
onel Frank 
Knox , 
plain-spoken 
publisher and Landon running- 
mate, 
was 
asked 
to 
give 
his 
views 
Knox 
bluntly 
disagreed 
with 
Hoover and voiced his opinions 
so forcefully that the ex -Presi­ 
dent broke in with an 
angry 
challenge. 
In an 
instant 
the two men 
were involved in a heated ex ­ 
change; Knox standing, Hoover 
seated and nervously tapping the 
table with a spoon. 
The argu­ 
ment continued for several min­ 
utes, to the acute embarrassment 
of the others present. 
Finally, in an effort to end 
the row, one of the guests turned 
to Chauncey McCormick, wealthy 
young GOP worker, 
and said, 
“ Tell us what they say down- 
state.” 
Hoover didn’t know it 
but this has been a standing poke 
among Illinois Republican lead- 
ers.

THE HARD WAY 


There are some conscientious 
parents and teachers, who think 
that unless a child has trouble 
doing his work, or living with oth­ 
er people he is not being reared 
in a way to strengthen his moral 
fibre. 
“He finds things so easy. 
He can’t be making much growth. 
If things are easy for him what 
will he do when he faces a hard 
task?” 
and see. I do not believe 
that ?5 in any way necessary 
for us to make things hard for 
children. 
It is not good sense, 
for example, for a teacher to give 
a class ten difficult problems for 
a lesson just so they know what 
hard work means. Give them one 
of these problems and let it fol­ 
low in order a gradually increas­ 
ing difficulty. 
Let the remaining 
problems be easy ones. One crisis 
is plenty in a lesson, as in every 
other field. 
Nor is it sensible, or right, to 
make a child work a problem the 
hardest way. For example, when 
a child is multiplying fractions he 
should be permitted to cancel all 
he can find, to reduce large frac­ 
tions to their lowest terms so as 
to avoid handling awkward num­ 
bers. 
I once had a teacher who 
made us multiply a lone line of 
fractions, big numbers, “all out” 
just to give us practice in doing 
a long hard job accurately. 
It 
was six weeks before the whole 
class got that problem worked off 
the record, and even then, some 
of us had to be helped by more 
fortunate ones. It does not make 
sense. 
Drudgery 
for 
drudger's 
sake Is not strengthening. 
It is 
depressing and poisonous in its 
effects. 
The same thing holds good in 
all other 
directions. 
I 
cannot 
agree with the mother who insists 
that her little daughter 
use 
a 
broom to sweep the rugs instead 
of the vacuum cleaner. “She must 
first learn to sweep clean with a 
broom. 
Then she can take the 
easy way.” 
One might as well 
say, “No, you walk those hundred 
and fifty miles so you can learn 
to walk long distances. Then you 
can ride in the car.” What sense 
is there in creating difficulties? 
Did you ever know anybody liv­ 
ing to get through life without 
having to overcome greatly ? Nei­ 
ther have I. 
The children will 
encounter hardships, plenty, with­ 
out our creating any. 
It is not intelligent to do things 
the hard way. It is intelligent to 
find the shortest, easiest, possible 
way. The test of quality, of ohn- 
esty of workmanship, is the real 
one. Is the job well done? 
Is it 
an honest job? 
If the answer 
both times is Yes, we should ask 
no more. 
No matter how many short cuts 
a child can find, no matter how 
comfortable his 
daily 
occasions 
may be, he will always have to 
overcome difficulties to get his 


work done. Nothing is ever done 
without overcoming resistance of 
one sort or another. 
Each meets 
his own troubles because each has 
his own peculiar points of view, 
his own ability and power. 
Give 
him his work; show him the easi­ 
est way, and leave him to work 
his way . 
I have not the slightest fear 
that even the most self-loving of 
children will 
not 
find trouble 
enough to overcome. 
Nor have I 
the slightest fear that he will not 
find strength to overcome his dif­ 
ficulties if we give him half a 
chance to grow according to his 
gifts.
